This was being done 
at the Board of Directors request. HADRON was one of the 
subsidiaries that was being split off.

In the spring of 1989, LAITI was no longer privy to 
HADRON financial information. LAITI knew HADRON had a bank line 
of credit for seven million dollars with the NATIONAL BANK OF 
WASHINGTON. HADRON used this line of credit to meet their cash 
needs. LAITI was unaware how much of the line of credit HADRON 
used. 


LAITI was responsible for signing HADRON’s 10-K report. 
LAITI reviewed the 10-K report before he signed it. There was 
never any issue of lack of disclosure on the 10-Ks filed that 
LAITI was aware of. 


LAITI was not sure who prepared the tax returns for 
ALTON.

LAITI was appointed President of HADRON by the HADRON Board of 
Directors. The HADRON Board of Directors included LAITI, 
and a few outsiders. 


In the late 1970s, early 1980s, HADRON initially was 
involved in manufacturing laser industrial tools.  HADRON used a 
low power laser to acconplish these feats. An example would be, 
an engraver used to engrave numbers on certain products.  HADRON 
also developed a laser welder. The HADRON conpany operated as a 
laser tool company for a short while. Later, HADRON made 
acquisitions of small companies and became a professional 
services company. The professional services side of HADRON: 
became a major part of the company.
